The Caſe of Conſcience to be Reſolved, is, Whether a man that thus be- 
lieves, may without fin at any time, erin any wayes,g0,nr do,contrary to his 
Conkctence, and Perſwaſion herein ; notwirhſtandigg any Threars, or Fenabe 
ties, or Lawes made by any maizor meg, tothe contrary whatſoever * 

I TI. Seeing rhe great Apoſile ſaith, Follow:me, as I f1{/»w Chriſt ; and the 
Apofile Fon faith, He that believeth in Chriſt, ought hienſelf ſotowa!b , even as 
he alſo walked: and the Apoſtle Peter ſaith, Chriſt ſuffered fy us, leaving us an 
Example, that we (bold follow his Steps. Theſe things truly believed, 

The Caſe of Conſcience to be Reſolved, is, Whether ſuch a man, that is 6 
perſwaded, a+ aforeſaid,” may follow any Example, or,Examples, (in an 
men) whowalk either contrary, or noraccording to the Praftices of Chri 
and his Apoſiles, before mentioned, without finning againſt the Light and 
Grace of Chriſt in his own Conſcience ? 

IITI. Seeing Petey and Fobn were commanded by the Council, To ſpea 
no more at all, nor teach in the Name of Feſus 3 ra which Peter and the'other Abs? 
files anſwered and faid, We ought to obey God, rather than men. And'ſeeing 
Pharoah King 'of Egypt, commanded Jſrael ts ſtay in the Land, and to obſerve his 
Orders, and; charged them with Rebellion for their Refuſal 3 yer did they nor 
obſerve his Command, but choſe to obey the Lord, in patkag to the Land 
which he had giventhem : And ſeeing Danrel, and the rhree Children, Refu- 
ſed Nebuchadnezzars Command, notwithſtanding the great Penalty that was 
ro Inſue; iid You juſtify chem in fo doing, 

The Caſe ofConſeience to be Reſolved, is, Whether Diſobedience ro: men, 
and their Laws , may hor ſometimes, and-in ſome caſes be jultly eſteemed, 
and accounted Obedience to God, and may be done as truly for Conſcience 
ſake, as Submiſſiom and SubjeFion may be ſaid to be unto other Commands, 
thatare Lawful and Juſt? _ 

V. Secing the Old Teſtament ſaith, That every thing in difference was to be 
confirmed out of the mouth of two of three- Witneſtes not mentioning or com- 
'manding that the Witneſſes ſhould ſwear; bur on the contrary hath provi- 
ded that the falſe witneſſes for their Tettimony,ſhall ſuffer the By puniſhment, 
that he ſhould have done againſt whom they wirneſled, had their Teſtimony 
been true : and ſeeing that the Kings of 1/rael were neither made by an Oath, nor 
the People Sworn to SubjeftHon; And in the New-Teſtament, there is no exam- 
ple of any man, that ever Swore or taok- a Formal, Oath (by vertue of Gods 
Command) but on the contrary, there is a.Ctoud of Witneſſes againſt all 
Swearing 3 as Chriit ſaith in Mat. 5, Swear not at all; and the Apoſtle Paul 
. Changes the word SWEAR, into the word CONFESSE to God, in two of his. 

Epiſtles, Rom. 14. Phil. 2. and faith, Heb. 6. that Chriſt is come todo 
THAT 1nand amongſt True Beleivers, which an Oath did, or was taken to do 
In the times of the Law, which was to end Strif and Debate 3 and James the 
Apoſtle ſaith, Above all things, Swear not, neither by-this,' nor that, nor any other 
- Oath. Theſe things truly believed and received in ſimplicity as they are ſpoken, - 
The Caſe of Conſcience to be Reſolved; is, Whether a man that thus belje- 
veth, and is ſatisfied in his heart and Conſcience concerning the ſame, may 
lawfully, withouc finning againſt the God of Heaven and Earth,take any Oath, 
or Swear at allin any Ca(c; notwithſtandipg any Penalties, Laws, or Com- 
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"mands of men to the contrary whatſoever? And whether, if ſuch an one 
ſhould Swear, either to pleaſe rhe King, or ro procure his own Liberty, and 
ſave his Eſtare, whether any of can become an Aronement for him, or 
-pacifie Gods Wrath and Anger againſt him for his fin ? 

V1. Secing the Scriptureſfaith, That the Saints ought mot to forfake the Aﬀemn- 
bling of themſelves together, but ſo much the more to meet, as either the day If 
Trial of Adverſitie, or Peace, and Proſperitie doth approach, and would hinder ; 
and if there be a drawing back , or forſabing of Meeting together after Illumina- 
Tron, and bnowledge of what is Gods Way and Worſhip, (and ſeeing the Scriprure 
faith ) Gods Soul will tabe no pleaſure in ſuch an one; and that nothing may be ex- 
peed by bim, who ſo draws back, but a fearful looking for of Fudgement, to De- 
wour and Deſtroy theſe who ſo refule to meet together, 

The Caſe ofConſcience to be Reſolved, is, Whether ſuch Perſon or Perſons 

may, or ought, (without ſinning againſt God, and his, or their own Con- 
ſciences) reſuſe to meet with the Sainrs ro Worfhip God, and wait upon 
him, according to ſuch a Diſcovery and Manifeſtarion, norwirhſtanding any 
Decree, Proclamation, or Commandment whatſoever to the contrary ! 
: VII. Seeing the Scripture ſaith, Hz that giveth flattering Titles to men, diſ- 
pleaſeth the Lord : And the Apoſtle faith, He that Reſpe#s mens Perſons, com- 
emits fin : And Chriſt ſaith, How can ye Believe, while ye ſeek Honour one of ano- 
ther? and his very enemies bore witneſs for him, That he Reſpe&ed no mans 
Perſm; and it is left upon Record, as the Commendation of Mordecai, That 
he would not Bow to the Perſon of Haman ( though the ſecond. man in the 
Kingdom) 

The Caſe of Conſcience to be Reſolved, is, Whether a man that believes, 
and is perſwaded concerning the Truth of theſe things, may withour fin- 
ning againſt his God {and Provoking him ro Wrath) give Flattering Tirles to 
men, or Reſpe& their Perſons3 notwithſtanding any Cuſtom or Command 
from men to the contrary whatſoever ? 

VIII. Seeing the Scripture faith, That they that will live Godly in Chriſt Fe- 
ſus, ſhall ſuffer Perſecution: And Chriſt ſaith, Bleſſed are you when men Perſecute, 
and Hate you for my Names-ſahe ; and be that will be Chriſts Diſciple, muſt ſuffer 
with him, and tabe up his Croſs daily, and follow him, "that he may find Reſt to 
his Soul ; and he that will Reign with bim, muſt Suffer with him; azd thoſe that 
foll-w the Lamb, are ſaid to go through great Tribulations 3 

The Caſe of Conſcience to be Reſolved, is, Whether a manthar is perſwa- 
ded concerning the Truth of theſe things, may wichout finning againſt 
"his God, avoid or Fly from ſuffering for Chriſt, though irtbe to the loſs of 
Libertie, Eſtate and Life alſo, if he'be thereunto called, without ſfinning a- 
gainſt Chriſt, and denying him before men ; norwithſlanding any command 

from any of the Sons of men to the contrary? . 
' IX. Seeing many ſay, They are the Apoſtles Succeſſors, and ſent by Chriſt ; 
ard yet neither walk in his_ Steps, nor bis Apoſtles, but contra'y to both, wearing 
Sumptuous Apparrel,and faremg Delitiouſly every day,and dwelling in Great Palaces, 
and Seiled Houſes, when as Chriſt had not whereon to lay his Head and his Apo- 
les laboured with their Hands, leſt they ſhould make the Goſpel Chargeable ;, and it 
was their Meat aid Drink to do their Maſters will; and ſome of them ſaid they 
could do nothing againſt, but for the Truth, and they had learned ts be content in 
every Condition: and ſeeing thoſe that ſay they are their Sycceſſors, and cannot be 
content 1m any Condition, but- are changing with Times, and ſeeking great things 
for themſelves, A 2 The

. Seeing the Scripture !aith, The Kingdome of. Heaven cometh not with out- 
ward Obſervation, Le, heres or Loe, there; neither flandeth in Meates Drinkes, 
or Apparrels, but in Righteouſneſs and Peace, and Foy in the Sptrit 3 anda man 
believing theſe chings. 

The Caſe of Conſcience to be Reſolved, is, Whether for ſuch an one,to go af- 
ter ſuch outward Obſervations, and to joyn with thoſe chat cry them up (and 
impoſe them upon great Penalties_) as the True Religion, and beſt Reformed 
Church, is not a ſin againſt God, and a negle&ing of his Command, who 
faith, Come out from among them, and be ye Separate, and I will receive you ; and 
. againſt Chriſts Chand, who ſaith, 69 not after them; and contrary to the 
Apoſtles Doftrine, who ſajth, There is no fellowſhip between the Table of God, 
and the table of Devills ; notwithſtanding any Law or Commandement from 
any man or men whatſoever? | : 

' NI. Seeing the Scripture ſaith, God is a Spirit, and -wilt be Worſbipped in Spi« 
Tit and Truth; and that he ſeeketh ſuch to Worſhip bim, 

The Caſe of Conſcience to be Reſolved, is, Whether a man that is per- 
ſwaded of the Truth thereof (and is acquainted wirh Gods Spirit) and ſees 
men going on to ſet up a Form without the Power, and to fer wp Deceir, 
and Hypocrifie, quite out of Truth and Sincerity, and that man joyn with 
them in their Diſlimulation, as to thank God (as they call ir) For their Ele&i+ 
Oh before time, and Vocation in time, and: for their San&tification and Juſtifi- 
cation, and Future he of Glorification 3 and at che ſame rime 'ay, Lord hav? 
Mercy upon us Miſerable Smners, we have Erred and Strayed from thy Wayes, like 
bot Sheep; and there is no health in us : and then ſay again, As 't was in the Begin- 
Ing, is now, and ever ſhall be, World without End, Whether a man may with a 
fate Conſcience, or can by the Spirit of Truth, ſay theſe rhings withour grear 
Fin and Iniquiry againſt God 3 and as being Guilty both of Mock:ry and Lying ?

X TE. Seeing the Sci iprure ſaith, That the Spirit beſpeth our Infirmities, and 
if any than have not the Spirit of Chriſt, be is none of:his; and that. the Prayers of 
the Wicked are Ahanination unto God and be that hath a Male in bis flicb , and 
offers to Grd a Femaie, is Accurſt; And the Spirit of.God is called the Spirit of 
Prayer, and Supplication z and ſceing that Neceſſities and Wants are the ground of ” 
Petitions ard Complaints z and ſeeing the Scriprute ſaith, That Chriſt bath light- 
ed every man that cem?th into the world with the Tue Light, that thereby they 
may ſee thelr Wants and Neceſſities, and from che ſence thereof, and 1n thax 
Light pray unto God for Supplies z + ; 

The Caſe of Conſcience to he Reſolved, is, Whether a man that thus be- 
Heves, and in his heart is perſwaded of the Truth thereof, may, or ougar to 
conform to, and joyn-in,and with ſuch Prayers, as are Artificially made, and 
by the Praphanc perſormed, and.put up:to a God, wham they know wot, 
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without fin and wickedneſs againſt { Pure God? Seeing, He that Names the 
Nam? of Chriſt, is to depart from Iniqnity; neither can any man ſay in Truth, that 
Chriſt -is Lord, but by the Holy-Gbsſt : And for theſe Prayers and Services co be 
Impoſed upon him, as leng as he lives without any Variation, both in that 
time when he was Without Grace, and after if he come to Receive Grace 3 and 
alſo when he comes to be ſtrong in Gractz and if he goes about co Depart 
or Separate from the Prayers and Services aforeſaid, he thereby makes him- 
ſelf a Prey 3 whether this be not great Wickedneſs in Gods fight, and Provo- 
kes to Jealouſie the Eyes of his Glory, and will bring Swift Deſtruftion up- 
him that departs not from them ? : 

X [IT. Seeing the Scripture faith, The Church is in God the Father of our 
Lord Feſus Chrift, and that it is th: Ground and Pillar of Truth, and without Spor 
er Wrmble (or any ſuch thing ) Buile up of Living Stones a Holy Temple in the Lord 3 

The Caſe of Conſcience to be Reſolved, is, Whether a man may meet with 
a company of Drunkards, Swearers, and Lyars, and Proud Men and Women 3 
and Say, as they Say, and'Sir when they Sit, and Srand when rhey Stand, 
and Sing, and Pray, when and whar they Sing and Pray, and Curſe, and 
Bleſs, when they Curſe and Bleſs; and call them a Church, and the Things and 
Geftwres which they Perform Gads Worſhip and Service, without great Abomi+ 
nation before the Lord, and Sinning againſt God and his own Confcience, 
confidering a Church in the New-Teſtament; is ſo deſcribed as aforeſaid ? 

XIV. Seeing England is called a Church, and all the People within the 
Territories thereto belonging, are ſaid” to be Members thereof : and you who 
are called Biſhops, and Fathers in God, are ſaid'to take upon you the Govern- 
went, and Overſight thereof 3. and ſay, Tou follow the Examplenf Chrift, and the 
Apoſtles therein, who accounted it their Meat and Drink to ds the will of God, 
and to ſpend, and be ſpent for bis Name, and the pref bi People; Preaching. 
the Word in Seaſon, and out of Seaſon 3 Confirmmg 1 Weak, and Viſiting the Sick; 
and by Sourd Drine, and a Godly Life, Strove to Convince Gain-ſayers, and to ſtop 
the Mouths of Oppoſers : Theſe things daely conſidered fm our hearts, 

The Caſe of Conſcience to be Reſolved, is, Whether all thoſe who have: 
gone and ſtrai'd from your wayes,notonly becauſe the Name of 4 BISHOP hath 
been taken up, and the Work neglefed ; but alſo becauſe rhe Wa Fon: Promo- 
tion and"'Climbing up, hath rather ſeemed to be like thoſe % ſpeakes of in 
his 16th. Chap. Who are ſaid, Not to come in at th: True Dow, but are clime4 
up another Way; than thoſe Biſhops did whom Paul ſpeakes of in his Epiſtles to 

mothy and Titus ; who faith, That a Biſbop muſt be blameleſs, and. a Lover of 
good Men; not greedy of filthy Lucer, but Patient, not Coverous ; (bur ſeeing the 
cont ary Qualifications are found amonyſt thoſe thit ſay they are Biſhops 
whether we ſhould not fin againſt the living God, and his Righteous Law, if 
, we ſhould nothear Witne's againſt Such.,and rheir Wayey and if we did not 
do ſo,whether the God of Heaven & Earth would not leave us to be Partakers 
of ther» Plagu-s, becauſe we reluicd, and wereafraid to bear witneſs for him a- 
gainſt cheir Sins ? lg 

XV, Seeing theScripture ſpeaketh of B-ing Baptized into on? Body, and into 
Chrift, whereby ſuch pat on Chrift; aud that there is one Baptiſme,and one Faith, and 
one Hop? of our Calling, and me Lord Feſus Chrift 3 | 

The Ca of Conlcience to be Reſolved, 15, Whether a Man that thus be- 
lieves, may withour ſinning againſt God, call Sprinkting a litthe Water in the 
Face of a Childe, and Signing it with che Sigrrof 7he Croſſe, and to haye three 
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or four Men and Women preſent, to promiſe.that the Childe ſha!l forſake the 
Devit, and ALL bis Works, and: Pomps and Vanities of this World 5 When as theſe

and of having all bis Banes broken by 9 66 of bis grief, (oc- 

The Caſe of Conſcience to be Reſolved, is, Whether Men, whoſe Heartsare 
hardened in Sin, and who never truly ſhed Tears for Sin, and are both Puffed 
in Mind, and Filled wich Pride; (and ſeeing We with Others, who know this 
to be true by dayly Experience,) may lawtully fing theſe Words andSayings 
of David.and thoſe aforeſaid, that believes theſe Things to be done in Forma- 
lity and Hypocrifie,may joyn with them in theſe Things ,and call this Prattice 
rhe Worſhip of God, and a Singing to the Praiſe and Glory of God, without 
'being Guilty of Deep Provocation and Hypocrifie againſt God ? 

XVII. Seeing the Scripture ſpeakes of Falſe Prophets, both in the 014 and 
New Teſtament ; and tells us, That we may know them by their Fruits, and thoſe 
Markes and CharaFers,laid down in the Scripture to diſcover them by ; As that 
they are, ſuch 4s Preach for Hire, and Divine for Money, and Seek for Gain from 
their Quarter, and Prepare War againſt, or go to Law with thoſe who refuſe to put 
into their Mouthes, or to maintain them: and Chriſt ſaith, We ſhall know them by their 
Fruits, as that they are {4 of Men, Rabbi, or Lord, or Maſter ; And that they 
Imye Greetings in the Market-Place, or to be Honoured befor e the People, or to 
have Men put off their Hats unto them, or to ſtand Bare before them ; and they 
Imove the Uppermaſt Roomes at Feaſts, and will have the _—_ Places in the Syna- 
£0gues, or thoſe Places now called Churches; and for their Habit, they go in 
long Robes of Black like che Chymarims : And if People will not pay them, 
they will prove like Thrones, and Thiſtles, to Scratch, Prick, and Tear People: 
and of ſuch Men, or Trees, Chriſt ith, We muſt not expett to gather ether Grapes 
er Figgs. And Chriſt ſaith further, That we may throughly know them, They 
are Iibe Wolves in Sheeps Cloathing, or wearing White upon Blick ; but in- 
wardly Ravyening and Deyouring, being one thing in their Words and Profeſſi- 
on, and another in Life and Conv2rſation. And therefore, 

| The.Caſc of Conſcience to be Reſolved, is, Whether a Man may Lawfully, 
without Sinning againſt God, and Tranfgreſſing the Scriptures of Truth,ei- 
ther Hear, or Follow ſuch Men who bear (as in their Fore-heads_) the Marbs 
and Fruits aforeſaid, or maintain them, by feeding their Covetous Minds with 
Hire, or paying as towards the Sheeps Cloathing aforefaid ? Or rather, Whe- 
ther a Man that feareth God, is not bound in Conſcience to bear Witneſs a- 
gainſt them? ®»

they are ſpoken wirhout Forcedand Conſ? gg. Meanings; 
| TheCaſe of Conſcience to be Reſolyed, Is, Whether that kind of Succeſſion 
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which they both plead for, be that [PP which a Man muſt derive thty-- 
himſelf, or he cannor be a Trne Miniſter of Chriſt? Or whether the True, Ne- 
ceſſary, and Rightfull Derivative Succeſſion, ſtands 'not rather in that ſame 
Spirit and Power, which the Apoſtles were indued withall from on High, and 
whereby they were made able Minſters of the New-Teſtamenr,nor of the Let- 
ter bur + the Spirit 3 and according to which they (pake, As it gave them utre- 
rance; And further conſidering, That the Naturall or Outward Succofſimn beforg,, 
mentioned, is according unto th2 firſt Prieftbiod, which ſtood in « N.atu-al or Out- 
ward Line,and Deſc:nt,and was made by a Carnal Commanamenr, and could 
not continue by reaſon of Death + bur Chriſt was not ſo made a Miniſter or 
Prieſt, bur after another Order, and according to another Law, (viz. ) The 
Power of an endleſs Lif? : According to which the Apoſtles were, and all true 
Miniſters are made,who are truly the Succeſſors of Chriſt, and his Apoſtles? So 
that theſe three Qae ſtions for the Reſolving of rhe Caſe of Conſcience atore- 
ſaid, are neceſſary to be Reſolved ; 

Firſt, Whether either Papiſt or Proteſtant (fo called) can derive unto them- 
ſelves the continued Apoſtolicall Succeſſion (aforeſaid) from Chrift d1wn-wards to 
this Day ? 

Second Queſt. is, Whether the Succeſſien aforeſaid, be ſufficient without the Gift 
of the Spirit, to make a Miniſter of the Goſpel ? 

Third Queſt. ts, Whether the Spirit and Power from on High be not of it ſelf, 
without any further A# ar Thing, as from Man, or by Man, ſufficient, nd that only 
wherem ſtands the Authority that brings unto Unity and Uniformity, and is accord- 
ing tothat Way and Manner that the Apoſtles were made Mimiſters ? for they ſaid, 
They believed,and therefore they ſpake and when it pleaſed God, to reveale 
his Son in them, then they went, and Preached the Goſpel, ard d'd not ſtay 
for Mans Commiſſion,but Mmiſtred from that ; and not of Man,nor by Manymy from 
Man, bur by the Revelation of Jeſus Chriſt, os aforeſaid; whoſe ſteps the 
Trae Miniſters follow unto this Day, and have Chriſts preſence with them according 
to promiſe, wh ſaid, And Lo, I am with you alway, eyen to the End of the 
World. : 

X1X, Seeing the Outward, Naturall, or Perſonall Derivative Succeſſion, is ſo 
diſputable among thoſe called Chriſtians 3 and confidering, ,if it conld be 
proved, yet its neva 44 without the Holy Ghoſt) is Oppsſed and D-nied; 
and ſeeing, as they lay,t Authority and Verity of the Scripture depends —__ 
a Belief and Knowledge of the Succeffion Outward and Perſonall as aforeſaid ;; 
and ſo from,or by,the Tradition of the Church to be received ( as they ſpeak._) 
Theſe things truly weighed,
